LITTLE CHANGE 
IN CURTAILED 
TRAIN SERVICE) 


With Few Exceptions Plans Will 
Be Carried Out as Already 
Announced 


MONTREAL, Dec. 17,—It was stat- 
ed by leading officials of the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific railway 
that there was little Present indication 
of any change with regard to the cur- 
tailment of train service on those lines 
owing to the coal shortage due to the 
bituminous coal strike in the United 
States. With one or two minor ex- 
ceptions, it was said, the curtailment 
plans would be carried out as already 
announced, It is therefore apparent 
that reductions in the service an- 
nounced by the two railways will con- 
tinue until further notice, and certain- 
ly until the coal condition improves. 
It will depend on two factors, winter 
operating conditions and the ordinary 
coal supply. 

It will not interfere immediately 
with holiday traffic, as many of the 
changes will not go into effect until 
after the new year.

Appears Haggard, with Signs of 
Nervous Strain and Worry 
Plainly Evident 


HIS EVIDENCE 


Throughout Is in Nature of Justi- 
fication for Formation of 
the O.B.U. 


WINNIPEG, Dec, 17.—Low wages, 
refusal of the employers to recognize 
trades unions and the order-in-coun- 
cil prohibiting strikes, were the rea- 
s0ng for unrest among the workmen 
in 1917 and 1918 leading up to the 
general strike in 1919, according to 
evidence given by R. B. Russell, charg- 
ed with seditious conspiracy on the 
stand today 4s witness in his own de- 
fence. 

Russell’g evidence throughout was 
in the nature of a justification for the 
formation of the One Big Union and 
its alms and objects. He characteriz- 
a the movement as industrial union- 
sm. 

In referring to the government ralil- 
way board, he said that the govern- 
ment representative, Hon, Arthur 
Meighen, minister of imterior, in an- 
swer to a refusal of the railway shop- 
men to accept the award of the board 
in 1918, said that the workers would 
be put in khaki and forced to work. 
It was stated on good authority today 
that Harry Dasha'uk, the witness for 
whom a bench warrant was issued 
yesterday, had been located in Win- 
nipeg. 

Crown Objects, 

Frequent objectiong by the crown 
characterized the forenoon’ proceed- 
ings on the ground that much of the 
evidence the witness was giving was 
irrelevant. At one point Mr. Justice 
Metcalfe addressing the jury declar- 
ed he had allowed Mr. Bird, defence 
counsel, a great deal of latitude in 
his examination, because to stop him 
with a large number of objections 
would be a hardship. Referring to 
a statement made by Russell that the 
Canadian Pacific railway hd been un- 
just in dealing with employees whom 
he represented, his lordship declared, 
was wholly irrelevant. 

“I am doing what I believe to be 
fair and just, but I have been direct- 
ly and indirectly accused of unfair- 
ness,” he said. 

“Counsel may get a judgment by 
abusing the judge and the crown. The 
defence has continually tried to show 
the unfairness of the crown and the 
judge. I have nothing more to say.” 

Russell on Stand, 

R. B. Russell, charged with sediti- 
ous conspiracy and committing com- 
mon nuisance, took the stand this 
forenoon ag the first witness in his 
own defence. He appeared thaggard 
with signs of nervous strain and 
worry plainly evident, but he did not 
take advantage of Mr. Justice Met- 
calfe's permission to sit down, 

Replying to questions ‘by J. BE. Bird, 
defence counsel, Russell said he was 
bern in Scotland 31 years ago, and 
had lived in Canada nine years, all of 
whieh had been spent in Winnipeg. 
He then described his activities in 
yariows official positions inthe Mach- 
inists union and his attendance of 
Mumerous conventions, 

Mr. Bird stated that he wished to 
put in the preamble of the Machiniste’ 
union, and a prolonged debate fol- 
lowed between opposing counsel as 
to its pertinency, the defence stating 
that they wished to vhow that the 
accused was a true trades union man, 
and the crown contending that trades 
unions Were not being tried for sedi- 
tion. 

A. J, Andrews, crown counsel, said 
he had no doubt that the machinists 
constitution was perfectly legal, but 
the matter way irrelevant as the 
machinists had not started the strike. 
Mr, Bird said he purposed to show 
that they did start the strike, and not 
the O.B.U., but Mr, Justice Metcalfe 
said he did not think that the start- 
{ng of the industrial upheaval could 
be traced to the machinists. 

Membcr of LL.P. 


Mr. Russell, continuing his evid- 
ence, stated he was a member of the 
Independent Lalor party of Great 


Britain, which has 48 representatives 
in the house of commons. His mem- 
bership card was put in evidence, over 
Mr. Andrews’ objection. 

Mr. Bird mroceeded to read parts 
of the constitution of this association 
which states that it is open to all 
Socialists, who endorse its platform 
and are not affiliated with any other 
political organization The aims of 
the association, as outlined, are the 
establishment of a_ socialistic state, 
where land and capital will be held 
by the community and administered 
for the benefit of all. 


CITIZENS GREATLY

and at this stage Colonel Anderson 
made referen to the fact that two 
sergeants of his own battalion had 


heen crucified by the Hun on the doBr, 
of a common barn, 

“T was fortunately placed in o1 
the best prison camps tn Germany, 
but I was bound that I wonld not 
stay. It took me two months in the 
initial preparation for my escape, and 
a@ considerab!e’ tine following before 
I was able to make effective iny pre- 
aration, Fellow prisoners argued 
with me about the prospecis of getting 
out. They could not see the possibi- 
lity. And I will tell you sthis that 
many fell down because of the {dea 
of the impossibility rather than the 
lack of coumege. 

How a man had lived in the past 
meant quite a lot as to whether or not 
a mans escape would be successful,” 
declared Colonel Anderson, “Be- 
cause I could speak the German lan- 
guage had nothing to do with the re- 
sult of my escape. In my own mind 
I had escaped from the prison camp 
a thousand times before I finally 
reached the safe territory where I 
could cali my life my own, 

Big Game Hunter, 

“You see, I had been a big game 
hunter in the past; used to seeing and 
not being seen, and this fact and bes 
cause I had lived so long in Hdmon- 
ton and in the Canadian west had 
given me perhaps a little more of the 
natural ability which resulted jn the 
success of my escape. The Colonel 
narrated, right from the commence- 
ment to the cone’usion, all the details 
of hig great experiences. 

Prior to his departure from the Hun 
prison, he had worked and planned 
All his requirements he had carried 
out and had placed his necess ties 
under cover near a well in the grounds 
of the building in which he was domi- 
ciled. When the opportune moment 
arrived, he had beaten the guard, had 
hidden himself within the well; and 
departed from the well which was as 
Breat a task as that of getting into Jt, 
and fina'ly had scaled fourteen foot 
wal! and hal an additional guard to 
ass before he reached beyond the 
ounds of the prison camp, While 
{n the wéll, he had clung to an tron 


of 


18, 1919 


ladder which was fortunately situat- 
ed therein, 

Over the wall and the relief of the 
guard came—nine men and a eergeant 
at that. But Colonel Pete Anderson— 
seeing and not seen—still retained 
that coolness and forethought which 
ultimately made his name a by-word 
in all circles + military. Difficulties 
there were on every hand; perhaps a 
disputing man here, a curious wo- 
man there and entertain kiddies in 
other locations. Trying jn the extreme 
were all the o'rcumé@tances, but every 
} barrier Was met and mounted. 

Perhaps the necessity arose of hid- 
ing up a trail for it was muddy and 
Wet at the time. Here Colonel Ander- 
son would make boot marks, just as 
visible as he possibly could. And then 
he would take off the boots and to 
the best of his ability, would cover up 
liis tracks and proceed in a different 
direction. Other occasions would arise 
when it was necessary for him to 
deaden sound. The accomplishment 
of this end came by the removal of 
the boots and the stealthy stealing of 
the body into locations that natural 
clements obscured from view. 


Thrilling Narrative. 

The narrative of Colonel Anderson 
throughout was thrilling. He struck 
out in the first place to proceed wert 
to Switzerland but finally changed his 
mind as a result of conditions that 
ultimately brought him to the frontier 
of Denmark, But he was at home in 
Denmark. He was born there and 
the fact that he supposedly had a farm 
in Minnesota, which wa a very in- 
teresting piece of information and a 
diversity to the conversation of the 
people who had heard nothing but 
war, resulted in a great amount of 
consideration and thought by the peo- 
ple from whom he was seeking aid. 

Colonel Anderson, during the time 
following his escape from the prison 
camp until his arrival in Denmark, 
worked at night. The light of day 
was bad for his business. There were 
too many curious eyes, Once, when he 
was weary, he sought the solitude of a 
chicken coop. But not much solitude, 
for the roosters and the hens set up 
such a cackling that he was forced to 
bid them fond “adieu.” 

He always carried a map and not at 
any time was he unable to decide at a 
glance as to the whereabouts of his pres- 
ence, At one village when he was far 
away from the prison camp he plucked up 
sufficient courage to enter a village store 
where he bought a soft hat and a plaid 
coat which he wore at the time of his en- 
try into Berlin. His arrival in the Ger- 
man capital furnished the fact that he had 
still two hours to wait for the departure 
of the train that was to take him on his 
way. Meantime, he sought the courtesy 
of a man on the station platform who 
took him around Berlin in order that he 
should see the sights, 

France by Train 

Colonel Anderson explained that when 
he first started out that the only idea 
in the way of accomplishing his end was 
that he would have to walk the entire way 
to safety, He was surprised at his own 
resourcefulness when he found he was 
able to travel by train, But in regard 
to the train journeys, he did not think 
that journeys too long would be the best 
in bis own interest. He accordingly pur- 
ecbased short passages that greatly cor- 
tributed to the suevess of his escape. 

He told of his endeayor to get to Den- 
mark by boat and also of its impossibility. 
Interviewing the skipper of the boat on 
which he had thought to travel—he had 
told the skipper he was Interested in mo- 
tors which had resulted in hi mngefting on 
the boat in the first place—Colonel Ander- 
son was informed that papers were nabso- 
lutely necessary, that the boat prior to its 
departure would be searched from end to 
end. And Colonel Anderson therefore 
made his departure, 

The difficulties in crossing the frontier 
were also told by the speaker who cited 
ap instance of passing a guard that ex- 
cited the interest of all his hearers. 

Audience by King 

When Colonel Anderson finally did 
reach England he was given an audience 
by the King. In this regard, the speak- 
er sald that King George, at Buckingham 
Palace, had welcomed him in a manner un- 
expected “Come in and make yourself 
at home,” the King had declared, and. 
said Colonel Anderson, “after I had been 
there for haf an hour I was wondering 
whether I was the king or whether the 
man T was talking to was the real one."

Australia Too. 


The notion that because a coun- 
try took part in the war its politi- 
cal life should be kept indefinitely 
in a state of suspended animation 
has received another blow. Aus- 
tralia has just held a general elec- 
tion. Canada and Great Britain 
may soon be the only allied coun- 
tries still dominated by coalitions 
which turned the war to political 
account. And both are suffering 
the consequences. 


The Calgary Accident. 


No doubt the accident at Cal- 
gary will arouse uneasy doubts in 
the minds of a good many Edmon- 
ton people who have to use the cars 
on routes on which there are hills 
to be navigated. It will, however, 
surely have also the effect of mak- 
ing all who are concerned with the 
running of-our cars extremely 
cautious in the operation of these 
routes. That an accident occurred 
in Calgary does not make it any 
more likely that a similar one will 
occur here. On the contrary, it 
should lessen .the chances, and 
therefore the occasion tO Worry. 


An Alternative View. 


Mr. T. P. O’Connor accuses the 
British Government of pursuing a 
provocative policy in Ireland, with 
the object of preventing the Irish 
question being settled by the pev- 
ple concerned. How the govern- 
ment could hope to prosper from 
such course is difficult to see. And 
the claim would sound more plaus- 
ible if there were some appearance 
of a desire on the part of Irishmen 
to settle the question among them- 
selves. That unfortunately is a 
thing not in sight. On the con- 
trary, there appear to be a con- 
siderable number of Irish politic- 
ians and writers who make large 
capital, political and financigl, by 
keeping the question from being 


stalled in a new building, to which 
the present units could be trans- 
ferred later on. In other words, 
we must have a new building, and| 
re-build the plant in it. 

The question is thus forced into! 
the fore-front—where is the new, 
plant to be located? Shall we re-| 
build on the present site or another| 
site in the city and go on trans-; 
porting coal to it; or construct the! 
new plant at the mouth of a mine 
or in the midst of a group of, 
mines where the cheapest fuel 
would be available in ample sup-| 
ply and at the minimum cost for 
transportation? 

This question has been discussed 
more or less on several occasions, 
but always there was against the 
proposal to change the fact that 
there was a useable plant located | 
at the present site and that to move 
it would cost money. Now we are 
told that the plant, or so much of | 
it as is of use, has to be moved 
anyway, and a new building erect- 
ed to house it and the new unit 
that must be installed. 

This is the time to have the mat- 
ter investigated thoroughly as to 
which is the cheaper way of gen- 
erating and delivering electric 
energy. That can only be deter- 
mined conclusively by experts. As 
work on the reconstruction of the 
plant must begin as soon as pos- 
sible, no time should be lost in 
getting them to work on this pre- 
liminary point of where it is to be 
located. 

It is obvious of course that the 
initial expense of creating a plant 
at a distance from the city and 
building transmission lines would 
be greater than that of construct- 
ing it within the city. But the 
initial cost of a plant is of less 
consequence than the cost of oper- 
ation. A difference of a few 
cents per ton on the coal used dur- 
ing the next twenty years would 
pay the interest and sinking fund 
charges on a large amount of ca- 
pital. If there is any money to be 
saved by making a change in loca- 
tion now is the time to find it out.

Foreclosure proceedings have 
been started against one of thi 
largest surface car line companies 
in New York city, operating some 
three hundred miles of track. 
What brought the system into fin- 
ancial trouble is not indicated in 
the dispatches. No doubt a con- 
tributing factor was the loss o/ 
patronage due to the multiplica 
tion of automobiles. Every street 
railway system on the continent 
has been hard hit by the motor ear. 
That street cars generally can con- 
tinue to pay interest on the heavy | 
investment without greatly in- 
creased fares is now a matter al- 
most beyond hope. And _ when 
fares are increased the ‘‘jitney”’ 
comes into existence, unless kept 
out by law at the cost of denying 
the publie a service to which they 
are entitled. If a street railway 
system in New York cannot stand 
up against the competition of the 
motor car, and under other exist- 
ing conditions, there is likely to be 
little demand for street railway 
franchises in future,
